A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


Dear Friends: 

Financial indicators recorded for July and August, the first two 
months of the 1980-81 fiscal year, show that Missouri’s economy is 
not in good health. 

Trends underway in the flow of general revenue receipts point to 
potentially serious problems in the future. It seems apparent that 
declining tax receipts are not providing the adequate financial basis 
needed to support our present record budget. 

Total general revenue receipts recorded a net decrease of 4.32 
percent for the first two months of the current fiscal year and were 
down $11,403,202, compared to the same period of the previous 
fiscal year. This is the first time in many months that general revenue 
receipts have been sharply off from the level of the previous year. 

A second negative fiscal development involves the decline of sales 
tax receipts, which now have recorded a decrease for the seventh 
consecutive month. Sales tax receipts are on a steep slide and off 
13.48 percent, a drop of $17,971,316 from the level recorded in the 
first two months of the 1979-80 fiscal year. 

Further, receipts from individual income taxes have dropped off 
for the first time in the current recession. The falling trend occurred 
in August, the month just ending. 

Individual income tax receipts for August are $1,130,826 less than 
receipts for August, 1979. And receipts for the complete July-August 
fiscal period just ending are only about $2,000,000 more than 
receipts for the same months of the 1979-80 fiscal year.
